Tt. tunnel under the St. Clair, at Port Huron, 
Mich., is progressing with rapidity, considering 
the great difficulties attending the work. When 
fully completed the tunnel will be 6,800 feet, or 
528 rods long. The water of the river is 58 feet 
deep, and the top of the tunnel is fifteen feet below 
the bot m of the river. To January Ist, from the 
Canada side, 1,080 feet had been completed, and 
from the American side, 1,365—2,445 feet in all of 
the 6,800 feet. The tunnel is for the Grand Trunk 
Railway Line, and will cost $2,500,000. Its com- 
pletion is expected in January, 1891, and it will 
prove one of the most remarkable of engineering 
feats when accomplished. 








-_ army of 144,000 persons would present a formi- 
dable appearance, and as a force would indicate 
astrength not easily measured. John speaks of 
such a multitude as constituting the body-guard of 
Jesus, as he stood on Mt. Zion—12,000 from each of 
the 12 tribes of Israel.

ARY Washington, the mother of George 
Washington, sleep3 in death near the town of 
Fredericksburg, Va. As early as May, 1833, a pro- 
cession of much dignity marched from the village 
to her grave and laid the corner-stone for a monu- 
ment to her memory. An address was made by 
President Jackson, and a poem by Mrs. Sigourney 
was read, and other imposing ceremonies trans- 
pired. The base was completed, and a large block 
of stone, which was to serve as the shaft, was con- 
veyed to the spot, but with this all work ceased, 
and the monument remains to-day, to the shame of 
the American people, in an incompleted state. 
Now, after so lcng a silence, the work of building 
the monument is being resumed, and a stirring ap- 
peal has been made for funds to the women of the 
country by Marian Harland, of New York. Surely 
such a work can not fail in such distinguished 


;| hands. It is fitting, too, that the women of Amer- 


ica should do this work, and we know they will do 
it well. May the appeal awaken ready, patriotic, 
and generous response. 


TRANGELY the religious is less conspicuous in 

Christian America than in Catholic Europe, 
Pagan Japan, China, and India, or even Moham- 
medan Turkey. This fact is most astounding to 
the observing, thoughtful men who come to us 
from the regions named. At home they are c)n- 
fronted by the representatives of our Church, who

religion, but when among us, and standing in the 
shadow of our temples and within the holy radius 
of our sanctuary bells, our religion is rarely men- 
tioned, and the God we commend tothe men at the 
ends of the earth is given almost no place on the 
tongue of speech. Every other thing is made con- 
spicuous—law, fashion, sport, politics, and pugil- 
ism, but Gcd is unmentioned and his claims are 
not urged. The members of the Pan-American 
Congress have called special attention to this state 
of things, which, to our own eare, hardly sounds 
real or possible even now. ‘You have shown us 
everything but your God and your religion,’ they 
exclaim as with one breath, and their criticism is a 
condemnation under which we should writhe. 


OBLE benefactions are crowding the highly-fa- 
vored age in which we have the honor to live 
—the age, the grandest and best which the world 
has ever seen. It isa golden sgein more ways 
than one, and especially so in the direction of 
wealth. The land is full of rich men, and the 
million of to-day is quite as common as the hun- 
dred thousand of fifty years ago. But while such 
accumulations of wealth do not specially gladden, 
yet we are glad to see that, to a goodly extent, this 
wealth is being controlled in the interest of moral- 
ity and education. The Carnegie name has recently 
clothed itself with a new and lasting honor; it has 
woven for its brow a crown immortal by a deed of 
philanthropy which the ages to come will com- 
mend with joy. A library, costing $300,000, has 
been presented by Mr. Carnegie to the city of Pitts- 
burg, and $1,000,000 in money for the construction 
of suitable buildings for it and for the accommoda- 
tion of learned societies. The main building is to 
have four or five branches for the conveniernca of 
the citizens of the city, and the city itself has con- 
sented to an annual appropriation of $40,000 in sup- 
port of the library. All honor to Carnegie for his 
noble benefaction. May his example awaken others 
to like noble beneficence! 


5 Kea NELLING the city for the rapid transit of 
passengers bas long been known to bea possi- 
bility, but the imperfect lighting and the suffocat- 
ing smoke have been insuperable hindrances in the 
way. Both of these barriers are being surmounted, 
however, and the subway transit for large cities 
will become general in the near iuture. London 
has such a subway extending across the city and 
under the Thames for a distance of three and one- 
half miles. The two tracks are inclosed in immense 
iron tunnels, at a depth of sixty feet below the sur- 
face. Stations on the line are reached by hydraulic 
lifts and stairways. These stations are built of 
white tile, and are brilliantly illumined by electric 
lamps, as are the windowless cars of the route. 
Trains pass each three minutes, and the entire dis- 
tance is made in fifteen minutes, including stop- 
pages. The motor is, of course, electric, as will the 
motor of the future bein general. Water, wind, 
and steam as motors must speedily, for general 
service, give place to lightning. 


f Haye Russian Czar wields his scepter with a very 
despotic hand. Liberties heretofore enjoyed in 
a tolerable degree are beirg abridged, and tyranny 
is being intensified by more despotic measures. 
The Czar, while caring little for the immunities and 
lives of his subjects, is said to be in mortal fear for 
his own life. We can give him little pity who has 
no pity for his own people. The tales of Siberia 
are blood-curdling, and the hand of despotic Russia 
was never before, apparently, so merciless and 
brutal. The spirit of revolt is everywhere mani- 
fest, and it lifts its head defiantly in the cot, the 
university, and the very palace. The Czar scarcely 
dares reveal his face to his people, and his form is 
guarded by a line of soldiery at every step. If by 
train he moves through his empire, the entire route 
is guarded by a line of soldiery within hailing dis- 
tance of each other. He who can not trust the peo- 
ple can have no large hold on their devotion, and 
the opportunity for which they wait, whereby to 
lay the monarch low or disrupt his empire, will 
come at last. Liberty is a God-given heritage, and 
he who would utterly wrench the sacred right from 
his subjects deserves little pity, though his life be 
rocked in a cradle of terror and woe. 





LITTLE one has often led in the great moral 

battles of life, and never more conspicuously 
and effectively than in the matter of submission in 
Nebraska. It required a three-fifths vote to sub- 
mit the amendment to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicants in Nebraska, or 60 affirma- 
tive votes in the legislature from its 100 members. 
When the bill was finally voted on only 58 votes 
were in the affirmative. Mr. McMikle had voted 
nay, against his conscience, but probably in the 
hope that the measure would carry by other votes. 
When he saw it was lost, his conscience asserted 
itself, and he arose to change his vote toaye. He 
said his little boy of five years of age had climbed 
into his lap, entwined his arms about his neck, and 
said, ‘Papa, you will vote for submission, won’t 
you?” ‘And now,” said he, ‘“‘for the salvation 
and welfare of my boy I change my vote to aye!”’ 
Prolonged applause ensued, such as the chamber 
had never witnessed before, and the outcome of it 
was another vote was won. Mr. Wilcox arose and — 
changed his vote to aye, giving the necessary 60 of 
100 votes for submission. Thus the amendment is 
before the people by a bare msjority, and that was 
won by alittle five-year-old boy! God save the 
state through the incorporation of prohibition in 
the constitution, and may the boy live to be res 
dent.

MIRAOLES OF THE OLD TESTAMENT.

“So he did accordirg to the word of the Lord whieh 

Elijah had spoken.” II. Kings 1: 17. 
FIRE FROM HEAVEN, 

God’s word never fails. His promises are sure, 
and punishment comes upon the sinful as his word 
declares. ‘‘God is not mocked; for whatsoever a 

, man soweth, that shall he also reap.’’ This great 
truth is confirmed and illustrated in the history of 
our text, for it teeches us that judgment is sure to 
overtake those who persistently reject and rebel 
against God. This is seen in the death of Ahaziah, 
but more especially in the destruction of the 
soldiers who were sent to arrest Elijah. They were 
bold, defiant sinners, and derided the prophet. 
“Thou man of God, the king hath said, Come 
down.” This was speaking c »ntemptuously of his 
claim asa prophet, but God vindicated him by 
lightning from heaven and laid them all dead in an 
instant. This was a righteous’ judgment of God, 
and a manifestation of his presence, power, justice, 
and holiness that the circumstances demanded. 

Elijah was not ruled with resentment in calling 
Qown this fire from heaven on these wicked men. 
There was no perscnal feeling init. He was infiu- 
enced by a holy zeal for the honor of God. Had he 
been actuated by personal resentment God would 
not have answered his prayer. The fire from 
heaven would not have come at his word. He had 
before demonstrated the existene3 of Jehovah, and 
that he was the only true God, by calling down fire 
from heaven to consume the sacrifice, but’ the ma- 
jority of the nation, and especially the rulers, still 
rejected him and adhered to the worship of Baal. 
It was necessary that the rulérs and leaders of the 
people should receive a still moreawful demonstra- 
tion of the existence, presence, power, and justice 
of Jehovah. It was necessary to make them see 
and feel that they could not trample with impunity 
upon his laws. This was a fit time to reveal this, 
and these were the proper persons to punish; for 
they were idolators, and, no doubt, bad assisted 
Jezebel in murdering God’s prophets and destroy- 
ing his service. ‘‘The wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness and unright- 
eousness of men, who hold the truth in unright- 
eousness.”” Rom. 1:18, The displeasure of God 
‘was revealed from heaven against sin by the de- 
struction of these men by fire from heaven. ‘And 
there came down fi-e from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty.’’ 

This is not an isolated instance of God’s displeas- 
ure against sin revealed by sending fire to punish 
his enemies, At different times he has come forth 


from the hidings of his power, and revealed him- 
self in awful judgment on the rebellious. The fi:st 
instance on record is the destruction of the cities of 
the plain. God alsosentasterm of hail and fire on the 
fruitful fields of Ezypi, and consumed the harvest. 
When Nadab and A dihu, thesons of Aaron, offered 
strange fire before the Lord, fire came out from the 


presencs of the Lord and destroyed them. The 
children of Israel grew weary of the service of 
God, and murmured egainst him because of the 
provisions he had made for them. To chastise them 
for their wickedness and bring them back toa sense 
of their obligations and duty he punished them 
with fire. 

There is an incident in the history of the Savior 
that has a bearing on the narrative now before us 
Just b2fore his crucifixion he, in c »mpany with his 
disciples, was passing through Samaria to Jerusa- 
lem; and he sent messengers on before him. ‘‘They 
went into a villege of the Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they would not receive him 
because his face was as though he would goto Jeru- 
salem. And when his disc'ples, James and John, 
saw this, they said, Lord, wilt thou that we com- 
mand fire to come down from heaven, and consume 
them, even as Elias did? But he turned, and re- 
buked them, and said, Ye know not what manner 
of spirit ye are of; for the Son of man is not come 
to destroy men’s lives, but to save them. And 
they went into another village.’”? Luke 9: 51-56. 

Some have thought that in this Christ condemns 
the conduct of E!ijah, but I can not understand him 
in this light, for Elijah did not do this in his own 
strength. He had no power, in himself, to call 
down fire from the clouds and burn up his enemies. 
It was God who sent the fire, and if it was wrong 
the blame rests on him, and not on Elijah. We can 
hardly take this position. 

Christ intended in this to rebuke his disciples. 
‘*He turaed, and rebuked them, and said, Ye know 
not what manner of spirit ye are of.’”? They were 
mistaken in thespirit that governed them, for they 
thought that it was love and zeal for the Master 
when it was a feeling of bitterness and revenge in 
their own hearts. They were angry because the 
Samaritans would not receive them, and they 
wanted to pour out their feelings of revenge in 
burning fire. They felt that they had been insulted, 
and were indignant at it. They had more of the 
spirit of the old Adam than of the new Adam. 
From this we learn that what may appear as 22al 
for Christ may, in reality, be only improper feelings 
towards our fellow-men. The feelings of Ejijab 
were very different. He was moved with: earnest 
z°al for God and the truth, and only desired the 
vindication of his honor. The feelings of the dis- 
ciples came from wounded pride. When Obrist 
warned the Jews of the awful judgment that was 
coming upon them asa nation, it moved him to 
tears. ‘*When he was come near he beheld the 
city, and wept over it.”” We should not speak of 
God’s judgments on the wicked only when we are 
moved with the tenderest feelings. 

Others think that while Christ did not intend to 
condemn Elijah, he did intend to point out a dis- 
tinction between the old and new covenant, and 
that the law was a sterner economy than the Gos- 
pel. This opin‘on is based on the words, ‘'The 
Son of man is not come to destroy men’s lives, but 
to save them.’”’ I can not see any difference be- 
tween the law and the Gospel on this point, for the 
law was intended and adapted to save men’s lives 
All its provisions had this end in view. God deals 
with the rebellious just as sternly under the Gospel 
as under the law, and punishes sin just.as certainly. 
He does not come forth in judgment just in the 
same way now that he did then, but the punish- 
ment is just as certain and terribie. Take one fact 
in the history and work of Christ as an illustration 
of this point: ‘When he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it, saying, If thou 
hadst known, even thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things which belong unto thy peace! but 
now they are hid from thine eyes. For the days 
shall come upon thee, that thine enemies shall 
cast a trench about thee, and compass thee 
around, and keep thee on every side, and 
shall lay thee even with the ground, and thy 
children within thee; and they sbali not leave in 
thee one stone upon another; because thou knewest 
not the time of thy visitation.”? Luke 19: 41-44. 
Take up the history of Josephus and read theawtul 
falfillment of this prophecy of Christ, and ask: 
‘*Was thereanything sterner and more terrible under 
the law than this?’’ It is the most dreadful chapter 
in the history of the world. Thedestruction of the 
men sent out to arrest Elijah was dreadful, but 


more than a million of the Hebrews weredestroyed at Middleten 





in the seige of Jerusalem by fire, sword, and 
famine. All this was under the Gospel dispensa- 
tion. The fact is, God does and will punish sin, 
and while he loves the sinner and earnestly desires 
to save him, the man whorrj c's Christ will perish. 
(Luke 19: 27; IL. Taess, 1: 7-10; Gal. 6: 7, 8 ) 

We learn from this narrative that God shows 
mercy to those who seek it in bumble penitence. 
The third captain and his men were saved because 
they reverenced God, and sought his protection. 
*O man of God, I pray thee, Jet my life, and the 
life of these fifty thy servants, be precious in thy 
sight.”” They acknowledged Jehovah as the true 
God, and Elijah as his servant. They came in bn- 
mility and prayer, and were heard. God delights 
in mercy, and the Jaw of his kingdom has ever 
been the law of forgiveness. The destruction of 
the two companies of soldiers isa solemn warning 
against all sin, but the salvation of the fifty who 
prayed for protection encourages us to seek forgive- 
nes3. God has shown his willingness to pardon 
and save in every possible way. It is seen in the 
gi‘,of his Son to die for us, in his promises and in- 
vitations to come to Christ ard be saved, and in 
following man by the sweet influences of his spirit 
ard love seeki: g to draw him back to himself. 

Elijah was sent to read to the king hisdoom, and 
tell him that he must die. Tois was asad, stern 
duty. In this his mission diff-red from that of the 
Christian minister who is sent to offer the pardon, 
pesce, consolation, and hop3 of the Gospel to every 
man. However wicked he may be he can be saved, 
fer Christ ‘‘is mighty to save.’’ 

It was not to save himself that Elijah called 
down fire from heaven, but to vindicate the char- 
acter and claims of God. The angel of the Lord 
was with Elijah and protected him from the mur- 
derous hand of the king; but the officers and the 
mass of the people had rejected Jehovah as the only 
living and true God, and it was to make them see 
and realizs this great truth that this miracle was 
wrought. Such a manifestation was necessary be- 
eause of their gross ignorance and sensuality. No 
abstract statement of this truth could penetrate the 
moral darkness that shruled tneir minds and 
hearts. They reeded this terrible o'j et lesson. 
Infidels have sneered at this story as fvolish, and 
even some ministers rej ct it as an idle legend, but 
the soundest scholars ip accepts it as true and in- 
structive. The mirsces of the Od Testament 
shine out from the darkness of the past, illaminat- 
ing the path of life for us. I: filelity m»y sneer at 
them, but they shine on. A dog barked at the 
moon, but it continued to shine just the same.

But we have said that it is not of the pattern of 
the individual life and character that we are princi- 
pally to speak, since on an occasion of this kind it 
is the Church as an aggregate, rather than the segre- 
gated individuals comprising it, that suggests itself 
to our thought; for the building which we call a 
church only borrows its name from the Church as a 
body of believers in Onrist, banded together by 
their common faith and hop: for the promotion of 
Christian work. While the Lord prescribes no 
rules as to the architecture of our hous: uf worship, 
it is by no means a matter of indifference to him 
how the Church shapes itself. into organic bodies, 
and how it lives its lie before the world. Here as 
mauch as in our individual life as Christians should 
we be careful to make everything according to the 
pattern showed us in the mount. If Gud was so 
particular that a tabernacle of worship should be 
made according to a prescribed plan—a tabernacle 
which was soon to be superseded by a great temple 
that was itself in turn soon to pass away in order to 
give place to that blessed priestiess and altarless re- 
ligion of Obrist; if he was so careful then that every 
board and curtain and socket and tache should be 
of a certain form, it is not to be wondered at that 
he should show to us a model of the church as he 
would have it. If he would not trust Moses to de- 
vise a simple tabernacle, he would hardly leave to 
chance or to human device the formation of the

As to culture, number, and wealth the congrega- 
tion at West Milton ranks high among our fore- 
most churches.

Rush stands very high in the estima- 
tion of the people of this town, not only as a preach- 
and pastor, but as an excellent citizen.

The church at Milton is now having preaching

They are 
bright, engaging, and active, and help to make the 
phurch services exceedingly interesting.

My visit at West Milton was pleasant withal, and 
went away feeling much good had been done. 
wo or three young people are talking of attending 
Antioch next autumn. One of these has already 
een in attendance. Bro. Garner is living in the 
age, and working for three or four churches sit- 
ated near the place. 

Tuesday evening I left for Ludlow Falls, where 
preached to very attentive audiences. This is 
me of Bro. Farnas’ congregations. The church 
yas recently organized. They have a very beau- 
al chapel here, and the work moves along nicely. 
he Narrow Gauge Railroad passes through Lud- 
ow. Beginning with Dayton, going north on the 
pad, there are six consecutive towns that have 















Ohristian churches; namely, Dayton, West Milton, 
Ludlow Falls, Pleasant Hill, Covington, and Ver- 
sailles, and, what is more, these churches are all in 
promising condition. 

I left Ludlow on Wednesday morning for Troy, 
to be in attendance at the Miami Oonference Sab- 
bath-school Institute. To-day’s session has been 
quite interesting. A goodly number of pastors 
and delegates are present: Bros. Bishop, Farnas, 
Banta, Zaigler, Canada, Warbinton, Phillips, Field, 
Strait, Crampton, and Merrill.

A WATOHMAN IN DEATH. 

Died, at his home near Washington, Iowa, on 
the 8th day of April, 1890, Eider Daniel 8 Jacobs, 
in the forty-seventh year of his age. 

Bro. Jacobs was born in Harrison County, Ind., 
December 24, 1848, and enlisted in the army, in, if 
I am not mistaken, the 531 Indiana Regiment, and 
served faithfully three years and six months, and 
was severely wounded in the battle before Atlanta, 
where the gallant McPherson fell. Returning home 
after the war was over, on May 30, 1865, he was 
married to Miss Mary Bend, who, with two sons, 
are left to mourn the loss of husband and father, 
two children having gone before. Soon after his 
marriage Bro. Jacobs came to Iowa, and about 
twenty-one years ago enlisted for the war in the 
army of the Savior, and was a faithful soldier until 
his discharge came. He commenced preaching 
some eight or nine years ago. At the session of the 
Union Christian Conference in 1883 he was ordained, 
and from then until the time that he was taken 
down with bleeding at the lungs—the day before 
Christmas, 1888—he was active in the ministry. 
Having but a limited education, he was quite suc- 
cessful—a close student, a born gentleman, sceial, 
and kind, and made many warm friends who will 
sadly mourn his death. He rallied from his first 
sickness so as to be about the house during thesum- 
mer of 1889, and was at the last session of the 
Union Christian Conference, where he tried to talk 
for a short time.

GOLDEN TExtT.—“Take heed therefore how ye hear.” 

The story of the lesson illustrates the work of 
those who try todo good. Thesower in the parable 
shows want of judgment in wasting seed where 
there can be no return. But this imperfect judg- 
ment is characteristic of the efforts of men when 
mate with good intent. There is this difference 
however: the sower is supposed to know the con- 
dition of the soil when the seed is sown—in moral 
work it is impossible to know the actual condition 
of the mind of those upon whom the work is 
wrought. ‘Blessed are ye that sow beside all 
waters.”’ ‘In the morning sow thy seed, and in 
the evening withhold not thy hand, for thou 
knowest not whether shall prosper, either this or 
that, or whether they both shall be alike good.” 
The parable is apt in this respect. It is to go forth 
scattering the seed of life upon the hearts of men. 
Much effort spent will bring no perceptible return. 
Upon many the good work will bring forth no fruit. 
That is perhaps not owing to the seed or the sower, 
but to the reception given the seed by those who 
hear. What little product comes from the faithful 
ministry of the Word! There is some at all times, 
much at sometimes, but upon hosts of hearts the 
Gospel falls without special good results. 

1. In sowing the seed of the Word of God we ex- 
pect the seed itself, in some measure, at least, to pre- 
pare the hearts of those who hear. In nature the 
soil must be prepared for the seed. In grace the 
seed may prepare the soil. Some hearts are 
hardened in sin. A Gospel seed lodges upon it and 
puts in motion influences that induce repentance 
and faith. Some hearts are filled with the world, 
its plans and pleasures, and no thought is given to 
divine things. A seed of the Word of God starts 
new thoughts in the soul, and turns it to the con- 
sideration of that which is excellent and eternal. 
Some hearts are the thrones of passion. These pas- 
sions are indulged without effort at restraint. They 
reign within and over the man. A seed of the 
Word of God falls upon those inflamed hearts, and 
there is started a process of reformation. 

This condition is illustrated in the parable of the 
leaven. It was the leaven that wrought such 
changes in the meal. There is some condition of 
receptivity on the part of a heart that the Word of 
God will fill it, and change it. Previously the 
heart may have had no interest in that Word, but 
there is something in its condition that gives the 


Word an effective operative lodgment therein. I} 


think we can not determine nor define this con- 
dition. It will no doubt present differing phe- 
nomena to different observers. It may be rare that 
we can anticipate its existence. In some instances 
there may be some exprersion that will warrant us 
in believing that if the Word can be brought to bear 
upon that heart, it will receive it and be changed 
by it. 

2 There are heart conditions that in some way 
throw out the seed so that it bears no fruit. These 
are not all alike. Some give promise and awaken 
hope, but fail to fulfill the promise, or realize the 
hope. How many there are with, es it were, a 
thin layer of soil upon a hard impenetrable heart! 
Every minister has met such persons. They are 
quick in expression, and generally very demon- 
strative. In my early public church life I knew a 
young married lady who gave outwardly the 
clearest evidence of conversion. She was not loud 
nor boisterous, but gave exhibit of deep feeling. 
When she made confession of conversion, as she 
arose from the communion rail, her face shone like 
anangel’s. I thought then it was the clearest case of 
conversion I had ever seen, and I have never 
known one since then that outwardly gave better 
evidence of its reality. It only lasted a few weeks. 
It was truly ephemeral. There are hearts rich in 
natural qualities, and if they could be dispossessed 
of certain evils contained in them, if the roots of 
these evils could be torn out of them, there would 
be a luxuriant growth of good. Such hearts readily 


enough receive the Word of God, and there is re- 
sponse to it; but they as readily receive other. pre- 
dominating inflaences. The more that which is re- 
ceived corresponds to the natural heart the more 
rapid will be the growth, and the good, which 
seemed to promise development, will be pushed out, 
because the heart becomes overgrown with evil de- 
sires. It makes but little difference as to the con- 
dition of the heart, the result is the same. The 
heart may be hard, or its affections may. be thin; 
like the thin layer of soil, may have no depth of 
affection; or it may be filled with worldly affec- 
tions that are rooted within it and fill it without 
apy disposition toward their uprooting. . There is 
failure of the good seed. It is lost irrecoverably, 
and bears no fruit to benefit the soul. 

There are multitudes of people who correspond to 
these representations. The air is filled as it were 
with falling seed. It is received in some way that 
can not be helped; the seed must fall, but it ac- 
complishes nothing. God’s granary is full. Holy 
men and women and angels are ever scattering the 
seed, but no good follows. Evil is magnified in its 
power to possess and destroy a human soul. 

8. This is not all the story. The world of man is 
not all vile. Total depravity does not rule in every 
heart. Even in an unregenerate condition there 
are those who receive the Word, and it grows up 
within them bearing abundantly p2rfected fruit. I 
believe there are many who are honest at heart, 
who, when they see the Gospel in its true light, sub- 
mit themselves to it and obey its teachings. Some 
come to it by a process of reasoning, and others by 
a process of affection. In the one it touches the in- 
telligence with its reasonability; in the other its 
love nature is greatly prominent. I think neither 
has speeial advantage, only in the individual af- 
fected. One bears as richly in the fruit of holy liv- 
ing as the other. One is as stable as the other. I 
am thankful the number is by no means few. . Souls 
rich in the grace of the Gospel count by hundreds of 
millions in the eighteen hundred years of Chris- 
tianity. The world now is feeling everywhere the 
great heart throb of Gospel life and power. In al- 
most every realm are to be found those who bear 
the name of Jesus, and are shining lights. Christ 
has many trophies of redemption in human souls 
now resplendent in the heavenly glory, and of these 
who in this life are bs ffling for the principles of high 
Gospel character, and living them in their lives. 

In sowing the Gospel seed many souls have not 
been reached, because for one or another reason 
they would not be, but many have been reached and 
are bearing fruit to an hundred-fold. 
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Judas. 

I find the following scrap among my father’s 
papers: ‘‘Judas was not base enough for some 
things. There is an abyss below a Judas. Had he 
been as vile as some, he might by false testimony 
have lighted a flame of persecution which would, 
without God’s powerful intervention, have de- 
stroyed the apostles and the infant church. And 
his name would have been quoted against Jesus to 
the end of time. But he did not, though hecerved 
his purse, added thirty pieces of silver temporarily 
to his fortune, made his peace with the popular 
party, and forsook the infant church forever. God 
restrains even the wrath of the wicked.”’ :

Secretary’s Notes---Lubeo, Maine. 

This church is situated at the extreme east of the 
mainland of the State of Maine. It is made up of 
a cultivated membership. The village is somewhat 
isolated, occupying about all the lard of a little 
peninsula, which is separated from the queéen’s 
dominions by the very narrow Lubec Strait, and 
which is at the lower end of Passamaquoddy Bay. 
I have just spent about three weeks with this 
church, holding special meetings, and taking ad- 


| vantage of the opportunity to re-organize the Pas- 


samaquoddy Conference. 














































I hereby request the secretary of the conference 
to send to me, or to the HERALD, for publication, 
the methods of work adopted by the conference, in 
place of the common elaborate machinery, which 
is often so heavy and complicated that so much 
power and force are required to operate the 
machinery that nothing is left for the results sought 
by the invention of the machinery. The following 
officers were elected for the conference: Rev. J. E. 
Bruce, president; Rev. W. R. Spaid, secretary; 
Bro. B. W. Adams, treasurer. 

Rev. W. R. Spaid has been pastor of the Lubec - 
Church for about two years. Before these meetings 
began he had baptized and received into the church 
six members, there had heen seven other conver- 
sions, and three others had applied for church mem- 
bership. When. left there had been in themeeting 
thirteen other conversions, and the church was 
much revived. Bro. Spaid was going right on with 
the meeting, and had announced baptism for next 
Sunday. Even in the meetings in which I assisted 
Bro. Spaid the results were principally dueto hisown 
labors in the meetings and previously. All these re- 
sults have been gained by his faithful and mcdest pas- 
toral labor, going on in a quiet way, with reliance 
solely on the simple principles of the Gospel. I trust 
that on next Sunday there will be twenty baptisms, 
although it is seldom that all who are to be baptized 
can be ready on the same day. Bro. Spaid stated, 
although he had labored for them, that the results 
of the meetings exceeded his anticipations. 

A generation ago a Disciple Church was formed 
at Lubec, which has been toiling in its accustomed 
way ever since. Their first preacher represented 
himself as one of ours. There was no excuse for 
the formation of this church, for the Lubec Church 
had never neglected baptism. An ism is oftena 
very successful implement with which to divide the 
followers of Christ. 

In the spiritual part of the work at Lubec there 
is said to have been a notable improvement during 
Bro. Spaid’s pastorate, the prayer-meetings eepe- 
cially having developed in importance. 

In a littleover two weeks, including a gift of $2.00 
from Bro. Reynolds for Christian Biblical Institute 
and Franklinton, the Lubec Church handed me

object of this was simply for convenience sake. 
The Old Testament was divided into ver:es about 
the year 1660, while the New Testament was di- 
vided into verses in the year 1551 by Robert 
Stephens, 

There have been many translations of the Bible. 
Probably the most famous translation was in Latin 
by Jerome in the fifth century. It was known as 
the Vulgate. In the year 1380 Wycliffe made the 
first translation into English. Then followed the 
translation of William Tyndale in the fifteenth 
century. Afterward John Rogers, under the pseu- 
donymn of Matthew, made a translation, and it 
was cilled Matthew’s Bible. The next was the 
Genevan Bible, translated by Fnglish religious 
refugees at Geneva in the year 1860. Also another 
translation, known as the Bishop’s B.ble, by 
Bishop Parker. The Catholic Bible came a little 
later. 

The New Testament first appeared at Rheims in 
1582; the Old Testament at Douay in 1609. Then 
came King James’ version (the one in use to-day) 
in 1611, In the year 1870 a committee, consisting 
of sixty-seven scholars of Eogland and thirty-four 
echolara of America, met and revised the Old and 
New Testaments. I'ne New Testament was com- 
pleted in 1881 and the Old in 1885. 

Dearly beloved, as we go b.ck along the line 
where the Bible has been subjected to severe trial 
or test, let us not look with fear but rejoice because 
it has been found true in every test. Thank God! 


parts, thereby giving us the Old and New Testa- 
ments. The Old Testament comprises thirty-nine 
books. It will be remembered, however, that the 
Jews only counted twenty-two books in the Old 
Testament from the simple fact that the Hebrew 
alphabet had but twenty-two letters, and the Jews 
counted or expressed numbers by these letters. In 
observing some of the early Greek writers you will 
notice that they give but twenty-four books in the 
Old Testament. This no doubt was due from the 
fact that the Greek language is composed of twenty- 
four letters. 

The books of the O:d Testament are arranged so 
that similar productions follow each other in an in- 
telligent way. The books are not placed in the 
Bible as they were written in reference to time or 
date. Genesis is placed first, and in all probability 
it was not written until long after Job. In the Old 
Testament the first sixteen books may be given as 
the historical books, and then follow the prophetic 
and poetical books. 

In the study of the books of the Old Testament 
we should always remember that they abound in 
different styles of ex pression and extend over a vast 
period of time. One writer, in speaking of the books 
of the Old Testament, has beautifully said: ‘In all 
literatura there are no b oks like these in severe 
morality, high religious tone, sublime conception, 
grand dic.ion, and rich imagery.’’ 

The New Testament comprises twenty-seven 
books, and of course all were written after Christ. 
Their positions in the Bible are like the books of the

«8 the wheel rolls or, shou'd he chance to give 

way, the whole structure is weakened and liable to 
Lreak. 

This individual responsibility must be better 
taught to the people. They must be made to un- 
derstand that on them dep2nds the success of all 
enterprises, and that no ot ject can be reached with- 
cut the aid of all. 

We are paying agents salaries to make these col- 
lections among the various church organizations. 
The result? Collections consumed by the salaries. 








We make beggars of our agents, and as a necessary 
consequence they are treated as beggars should be 
treated.

When we consider the origin of the books of the 
B.ble, together with their authors, our faith is not 
shaken but more permanently established. Though 
we can not tell who is the author of some of the 
books of the Bible, yet it isa matter of smali con- 
sequence. The Pentateuch (meaning five books or 
volumes) was written by Moses, and yet there have 
been some additions by other writers. Many of the 
books of the Bible were written by different persons 
than is generally conceded. - Fur instance, Psalms 
was written by a half dozon writers instead of 
David himself, as is generally believed. A large 
number of the Old Testament books are anony- 
mous, and to say defiaitely who wrote them is only 
guessing. 

While there may be much dispute about the 
authorship of the books of the Old Testament 
it is pretty generally conceded that the writers 
of the books of the New Testament are known, 
unless it be the Book of Hebrews. It is not fully 
settled whether Paul wrote this book or not. 
The bocks of the Bible are of a sacred character, 
and to the biblical student this thought must 
ever occupy his mind. The Old Testament was 
first written in Hebrew (except a few passages writ- 
ten in Chaldaic). 

Tae copies at an early date were written on 
papyrus rolls. About two hundred and fifty years 
before Christ a translation of the Old Testament 
was made into Greek, and is caHed the Septuagint 
(sometimes the Seventy, from the notion that 
seventy scholars co-operated in making it), The 
books of the New Testament were originally writ- 
ten on papyrus rolls with one piece attached to the 
end of another and rolled up to be carried or pre- 

served. The oldest manuscript of the New Testa- 
ment still extant was written early in the fourth 
century. It is now at St. Petersburg. About 
1240 the Bible was divided into chapters, The

‘OONTROVERSY ONOE AGAIN. 

P.rmit a few additional words. Upon the ques- 
tion involved in this discussion rests the vital prin- 
ciples of our faith. An early understanding of 
‘tour mission’”’ is indispensable. Upon such under- 
standing rests the future of our cause. ‘*How cai 
two walk together except they be agreed?” Evi- 
dently there are two elements among us, differing 
exsentially from each other. Some regard the 
views set forth in the ‘‘Annual Address,’’ often re- 
ferred to, as a radical departure from our ‘‘funda- 
mental principles,’ while others as zealously re- 
gard those views as in perfect harmony with the 
spirit and genius of our catholic position. Com- 
mon ground ought to be found, or there is ‘‘danger 
ahesd ”’ 

Bro. Rapp says Christ preeched controversial ser- 
mons, and that the apostles pattern after him. 
Christ spoke with divine aathority, and his apos- 
tles were inspired to declare the truth of G.d. Oa 
Christ and his apostles we build. We are to sit at 
their feet and learn of them. Yet we must remem- 
ber that ‘‘we know in part’’ and “‘see through a 
glass darkly.’’ While accepting the words of 
Christ and his apostles we do not understand these 
words alike. Oa.e brother sees the New Testament 
all written over with “‘baptism by immersion,’’ 
while another good brother sees written on every 
page the “baptism of repentance.’’ Each wonders 
at the views of the other. What is to be done? 
Both are equally loyal to the Bible. Both are 
equally intelligent. Each may give reasons and 
try to convince the other of error, but if b»>th re- 
main unchanged, then ‘‘agree to disagree.”” We 
are brethren and have no dominion over one an- 
other’s faith. 

The cases referred to by my good Bro. Ripp are 
vastly diffearent.from anything properly involved 
ia this discussion. Will my brother practically 
apply his assumed position? Let us see. He opens 
the B.ble and finds ‘‘immersion.’”’ Another opens 
the same Bible and, seeking the truth, reads “‘sprink- 
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ling.”?” The two read the same words differently. 
Both give evidence of being bap‘izei by the Spirit. 
My Bro. Rapp quotes II. Joha 10, 11: “If there 
come one unto you, and bring not this doctrine 
{immersion}, receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God-speed, for re that biddeth him 
God-speed is a partaker of his evil deeds.’”’ Will 
my brother practically apply h's own Scriptures? 
If so, is he not setting forward that very position 
that has broken the Church into fragments? Does 
he purpose by this course to heal the divisions of 
the Church? Is it true that this is all our move- 
mnt means? Then I have entirely mistaken the 
object of our rise, and after all may be in the 
“wrong pew.”? No mistake; the Bible deals in 
positive truth, but as the recipients of that truth i¢ 
és a mistake when we refuse followship to others as 
loyal to the Bible as ourselves, simply because they 
do not see as we see. When a disciple saw another 
disciple casting out devils in Christ’s name he for- 
bade him because he followed not with him, but 
Christ says, ‘‘Forbid him not, for he that is not 
against us is for us.”” Paul sharply reproves the 
disciples at Corinth because of strife and divisions 
among them. This was to him an evidence of car- 
nality. He lifts them above the stormy sea of in- 
strumentalities into the sunlight of Christ’s divine 
life and spirit. 

My good brother thinks we never grew faster 
than when controverting the other denominations 
on points of doctrine. It is an easy matter to create 
parties and establish a sect. It is harder but nobler 
to lead men and women up to that divine plane, 
where we can “love all those that love our Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity and truth.’”’ I admire 
those men referred to by my brother, but I dare to 
dissent from their position simply because they 
were men like us, having no special inspiration 
from on high. We are to call no man master. 
‘One is your master, even Ohrist.’? We can afford 
to pronounce against sin, including all the evils of 
sectarianism and bigotry, but we can not afford to 
denounce those who, with Christly lives, still do 
not saa the Rihle aa we see it. 

Bro. Fowler has a few words torcay. He regards 
our position right, but can not relegate to the back- 
ground baptism by immersion but places it squarely 
across the door, and thus refuses Christian fellow- 
ship to the larger portion of the Christian world, 
including many of the best Christians that ever 
lived—knowing them by their fruits. This same 
brother, some twenty years ago, wrote an article to 
our paper in which he ‘“‘honestly” thought that the 
Ohristians, Unitarians, Uaiversalists, and Spiritual- 
ists, of Kalamazoo, might unite to form one grand 
church; but that was long before he placed baptism 
“across the door.’’ Verily, how changed! 

In view of this “positive controversy” it might 
be wise early in the coming session of the Ameri- 
can Ohristian Convention to formulate just those 
things we deem essential in which we declare 
“unity,’’ and then schedule all those things that 
are “‘non-essential’’ in which we declare “‘liberty.”’ 
The committee appointed to submit a report should 
be well posted in the writings of those ‘‘great lead- 
ers,’’ of which an elaborate list is furnished at hand 
by our brother. The committee might go to their 
task with a strict charge not to venture beyond the 
writings of those heroic leaders, but observe care as 
to what they taught and believed. Their annota- 
tions might be published as a “‘foot-note’’ to the

I. GOSSIP. 

Gossip, instead of helping a man up, helps him 
down. But the world and Satan do not do all the 
work with the outcast and abandoned; respectable 
men, so-called, do their part against this swayed 
form. Some men, happily, are like granite—im- 
movable; neither wind nor rain, nor wicked men 
influence them. Others, like reeds and rushes, can 
not stand alone, but must keep in contact with, and 
be supported by, their friends if they stand at all, 
aud a little gossip may send them down to ruin. 
Oh, for a Christianlike spirit! We want piety that 
shall not be ashamed to speak the truth at all times.

One by one, 
each in his own order and time, we are passing into 
a world where every one will stand naked before 
God. Praise God! Oh, what a day! I pray you 
to understand that man can lay no claim on map, 
but God does. If some mercy is not shown and 
some pardon is not bestowed, we must stand guilty 
and be condemned at the bar of God. Oh, that I 
could draw aside, even for one moment, the cur- 
tain of eternity, and let you see how many souls 
gossip has sent to hell! Look within your own 
heart and see if you are clear in this matter. How 
common is this sin among all classes, rich and poor, 
high and low, learned and unlearned! 


Il. WHAT I8 THE TONGUE? 


One says, ‘‘It is the latch-key that lets out the 
mind.’”? Then it is much better to have the feet slip 
than the tongue. ‘Behold how great a mattera 
little fire kindleth!”

As a spark will 
soon die out and do no harm if there be nothing it 
can gét hold of, so when a wicked person says a 
wicked thing, if the devil can not find any other to 
carry it, it will soon die. Almost every man and 
woman has a bright side.

It is easier to splash 
mud than it is to rub it off. Then what is the best 
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tives, and rejoice at your downfall. But what are 
we to do when slandered and abused? Nearly all 
good men—if not all—have been. Shall we go out 
and hunt up the slanderer? No; for while we are 
explaining away a falsehood in one place, fifty peo- 
ple will just have heard of it in other places. Still, 
we are not to omit any proper opportunity of set- 
ting ourselves right. 

But I want to tell you of One that was denounced 
and spit upon, who was more than man, even the 
Son of God from heaven. How patiently he bore 
the insults that were heaped upon him! It was all 
for your sake and mine. Then go and tell Jesus 
all about it, and he will not only sympathize with 
you but he will help you.

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MANTLE THE WEAK. 

To err is human, and faults cover the way of 
every heart.. Only One has lived who did not err 
by act or word or thought, and if one feeling stands 
out more conspicuously with that Perfect One than 
any other, it is that of pitiful charity for the faulty 


soul. 

In the spirit of such a life he forgot, in all his 
career on earth, to speak reprehensively of Jacob’s 
duplicity, Moses’ momentary anger, David’s auda- 
cious wrongs, or Jonah’s neglect of duty. And 
those who stood nearer to him and sinned beneath 
the shadow of his face, got pity rather than scorn, 
and blessing rather than rebuke. 

Magdalene was not taunted for her sin; Ziccheus 
spoke the only voice of condemnation against his 
life; Peter was reproved, but in words of love and 
tenderest sympathy; while John, in calling down 
fire from heaven, simply did not know ‘‘what man- 
ner of spirit he was of.”’ 

But who could have endured the frown of that 
face Divine? What wall of humanity would not 
have swayed before the rebuke of those lips that 
spoke worlds into being, and brought back the dead 
into their wonted walks of life? If he had frowns 
for foes they were at least lightened with mercy, 
while his words of condemnation were made to 
embody the spirit of pity. It was the relentless 
man that he condemned, and the unrepentant and 
defiant spirit that he rebuked with severity. He 
that came out of the depths of iniquity with the 
repentant tear on the cheek, the penitential regret 
on his lips, and with the breath of anguish for sin 
rising from his heart—such an one was met with 
the open arms of mercy, greeted with the smile of 
love, and welcomed with words of admiration to a 
heart overflowing with grace. 

Now, the Christ spirit should ever control the 
Christian man in all his relations to the world, and 
to his brother especially. The spirit which Jesus 
would bear in his heart toward all should actuate us 
in every moral motion of our being. This should 
be the ambition, the great though distant end of our 
endeavor. We will not fully succeed, but we can 
strive toward the goal and we will not often greatly 
fail in the effort. Aud he who fails in a noble in- 
tention, or comes somewhat short of his high pur- 
pose, will not find the end of his way beclouded 
with indignation or even enwreathed with the 
shadows of a frown. 

That we may bs animated with the noblest spirit 
toward alJ, and that we may breathe the breath of 
charity into all hearts, we must remember that all 
are weak and erring in their way. No one lives 
who has not sinned, and it is very doubtfal if any 
now lives, however saintly he may be, who does not 
sin by overt act at times, or through inexcusable 
omissions of duty. 

It would be impossible, probably, for any man of 
age to say with an honest heart, I have known one 
man who absolutely had no faults; who, ever, in 
every way, acted with absolute holiness toward his 
fellows. There are men that we call perfect be- 
cause they err so rarely, but none of whom we can 
say, They never err. While in the human form 
and subject to the temptations of life, we will de- 
flect more or less from the right in our walk. 

Bat if we may not see faults in the hearts of 
others—if any man seems to stand before us in the 
perfection of human being, yet from the higher 
mount of observation and the closer throne of in- 
spection that man himesel’, in looking into his own 
heart, will discover what to him are glowing incon- 
sistencies if not absolute moral irregularities. And 
he will confess the things he sees. No saint will 
give the verdict of perfection on himself. 

Nor willeither of us. We all too well, and pain- 
fully well, know wherein we have erred, and it is 
no difficult thing for us to take Paul’s language into 
our lips and voice it from our hearts: ‘‘Jesus Christ 
came into the world to save sinners, of whom J am 
chief.”’” Standing to-day in the end of our way, 
with tearful and grateful love we would look into 
the face of Jesus and say, Uaprofitable and un- 
worthy. The veil over our hearts is so thin that 
we can see to the very bottom of all the motives 
that have actuated us, and naked souls before the 
eyes of human judgment, probably no one of us 
would be accounted perfect, if indeed worthy and 


pastors that will consent to this arrangement, and | deserving. 


When the grave enshrouds the man from our 
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sight, and we look upon his soul in its final cleans- 
ing by the Holy Spirit, we are apt to speak his 
praise unto perfection. But the praise we give is 
more than just, if not unjust. The man is sacred to 
us, now that he has entered within the veil, and we 
hush the criticism we would not speak or even feel. 
It is best that it should b2 so; that we should see at 
last only the better and the beautiful of his nature. 
Thus the models for our own imitation are lifted 
higher in the way of triumph by which we seek 
our full and final approach to God. 


But if by the voice of our own and our invariable 
judgment we err, how shall we deal with our fel- 
lows in their erring? We may not indeed approve 
or justify their faults, but we may cover them; we 
may sink them below the level of our observation ; 
we may mantle them from our own eyes and from 
the eyes of the world. Or, if we can not go so far 
as this, we can shut our lips against them, save as 
we whisper them with brotherly love into the ear 
of the erring for their correction. 


The artist who, in painting the portrait of the 
king, laid the royal finger gracefully upon a dis- 
figuring wound of the face, was a very hero in 
charity as he was a very adept in his art. The 
man stands before us as an example in wisdom and 
in considerate love, whom we may safely imitate. 
He might have so turned the disfigured part to the 
eye of criticism that the king, in every thought of 
himself, would have had sorrow and shame, but 
instead of this the graceful pose of the finger add- 
ed dignity to the face despite its wound. 


These errors of the heart may the more reason- 
ably be condoned because their fountain is weak- 
ness more generally than wickedness. They are 
not malicious faults; they are not flagrant wrongs, 
asarule. The soul may have passed for the hour 
under a weight that has ground it into that weak- 
ness out of which sin has come. When the storm 
has passed away the soul rights itself, and stands 
up once more in the dignity of its better manhood. 
The after condition shows what the man would be 
and what he usually is. 

Let us be kind, pitiful, merciful in all our inspec- 
tions of the human heart. Lot us never place the 
faults of our fellows beneath the microscope of criti- 
cism, and then bring the eye of the world above 
the glass. It is the magnified fault that inflames 
indignation ; it is the distorted view of an act that 
makes it seem hideous, often, to us. 

While Jesus almost never spoke the word of 
disapproval as he looked back into royal, pro- 
phetic, and patriarchal faces, yet he never, by a 
single word, excused the faults for which they were 
to be blamed. Indeed, the thought of a wrong, the 
turning of the eye of imagination toward a wrong, 
had no approval or allowance with him, and yet 
Abraham and Jacob, Moses and David nestled in 
the arms of his fellowship, and had commendation 
in the better deeds of their lives. 

Shelter, then, the bowing head, beneath which 
beats the weakened heart, and lift it by the sympa- 
thies of your nature into the plane of penitence 
and manly strength. He who by habit and holy 
purpose walks the way of virtue, can be lifted in 
the moment of his erring into an attitude of up- 
rightness by the touch of love and the breath of 
pity. Let us weave these into a mantle for the 
weak,

Teachers who are capable of commanding large 
salaries are working at Le Grand for mere running 
expenses, and yet many hgve so little appreciation 
of this state of things that they are sending their 
children to other schools, not because it is cheaper 
or better, but because a small sum in car fara may be 
saved by sending nearer home ; and, worse than that, 
parents within sound of the college bell, send their 
children to other teachers for instraction. I know 
one at least who is paying interest on money bor- 
rowed to put in this school, another who, with no 
bank account and possessing not one foot of land, 
paying out money put to this school in installments; 
and on the other hand, men living in beauti‘ul 
homes, with a considerable amount of property, in 
some cases with no families, who have not given 
anything, others who have given so }iitle that it 
must not be told. These things ought not so to be. 
The burdens divided would bring speedy success 
to Iowa. The great danger now is that the help- 
ers will become discouraged. Men and women will 
find here hard work, small pay, but grand possibil- 
ities for the future. There is this advantage, living 
is very cheap. 

We have now three new preaching points on the 
great Q. Road—Griswold (population, 1,000), Thayer 
(population, 200), Osceola (population, 2,500), and 
all supplied with preaching. The calls are: too 
numerous to mention. Brethren of the South- 
western Conference, turn your attention to Gris- 
wold. Bro. Wright will not ask for help unless 
driven to it, and his fi»ck partakes of his spirit. 
They must have a house of worship; you can not 
afford to overburden your willing workers. A hint 
to the wise is sufficient, and there are wise ones in 
that conference. Des Moines Conference must look 
to Thayer and O:ceola. Keep what you get, breth- 
ren. 

To the workers abroad: The walls of Zion in this 
state need rebuilding; who will shoulder pick and 
spade, shovel and trowel, and by faith come to this 
side of Jerusalem? Without assurance of one dol- 
lar I took hold of Le Grand, and in six months 
passed it over, free of debt, to its first faculty. I 
have been preaching but a few weeks since I gave 
up the sgency of the school, but have witnessed one 
hundred and twenty conversi ns; have done a fair 
proportion of the work in opening up the new 
points mentioned. I have made no appeals for 
money. ‘*Well,’’ you say, “I would like to know 
how you came out in a financial way?” Oh,I 
have lived, and believe I have money enough to 
get home on. Now, brethren, what will you do? 
You se3 what may be done by a very weak and 
imefficient worker.

In the army it was very difficult to combat a hid- 
den foe who shot at you from some unknown re- 
treat. And so it is in this case. Why does not 
this brother faca us openly as a Christian brother 
should? Ho charges that our article was an exag- 
geration. We would not for a moment stop to no- 
tice this but by the way of explanation. We often 
write as we travel on the train and hurriedly, and 
sometimes fail to make our articles express all that 
they should. 

In our article on the dedication there is not the 
least semblance of exaggeration. All the items 
mentioned and statements made can be substan- 
tiated by Elders Gott and Bannon, if called upon, 
and the p2stor has already done so. Bro. Leo 
wishes to know how twelve hundred people could 
occupy a house thirty by forty feet. Our article 
did not say that twelve hundred people were in the 
house. We said that an immense audience stood for 
three hours, and we say it yat, for the new seats 
and pulpit failed to come in time, and planks had 
to be used as far as practicable; and, outside of the 
seats, a large audience literally filled every foot of 
available room from the pulpit to the doors. The 
collections of money had to be handed over the 
heads of the people, for no one could get through 
the denss congregation, and all, I think, to a man, 
stood patiently during the three hours. The $66, 
the amount raised in cash, showed the stringency 
of financial matters of that community, which also 
is true. Bat we did say, taking the jadgment of 
others, that the people numbered twelve hundred, 
and we think the estimate not too high. Besides, 
@ large school-house near by was full of people, 
who remained, and very many who could not get 
in returned home. While our article may have 
been badly composed and lacked in method, it did 
not exaggerate facts.

Gleanings from the Field, 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
Newton.—It was my privilege, in company with my 
wife and Sister H. N. Gould, of the Newton Church, to 
attend the quarterly session of the Rockingham Chris- 
tian Conference, which was held in the First Christian 
Church of Manchester, March 27-30, 1890.
